DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 4, 21 -23, 25-27 and 29-32, allowable. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding independent claims 1 , 7 and 21 , the prior arts fail to teach "a second 
path, coupled between the first and second ports, the second path including a filter that 
stops upstream signals in the first frequency band and passes upstream signals in at 
least a second frequency band and downstream signals in at least third and fourth 
frequency bands" as cited in the claim. 

Regarding independent claim 29, the prior arts fail to teach "a plurality of 
amplification circuits coupled to the antenna and coupled in series, each amplification 
circuit adapted to selectively amplify upstream signals in a selected frequency band for 
a selected service and to pass downstream signals and other upstream signals" as cited 
in the claim. 

Regarding dependent claim 25, the prior arts fail to teach "each base station 
includes an amplification circuit that amplifies signals received from wireless terminals 
for one of the service and that passes without amplification signals form other wireless 
terminals for the other service and passes downstream signals to the wireless 
terminals" as cited in the claim.
